of the late crew of the West Staniey. The 
West Stanley 1s a British steamabip, and in 
April, 1877, ehe went to Cardiff to load 
with coals, and was designed cn a voyage 


| from thence to load in any port or ports in 


the Baltic or Mediterranean, Black Sea, 
Sea of Azov, Eastor West Indies, North 
or South Amerioa, or Obina, thence back 
to a finel port of discharge in the United 
Kingdom or Continent (query of Europe), 
such a voyage not being expected to excced 
twelve monthe, The promovents were 
shipped and duly slgned articles, the one, 
Rogers, at Oardiff; the other, Greon, in 
London.
